I like th a t sm iling 
elevator m an in my building, though 
I know little about him . 
M ost of our unhappiness w ith o th ­ 
ers results from our not u n d e rsta n d ­ 
ing them . We can well afford to u n ­ 
derstand a little, or as m uch as we 
can. and let the rest develop. F in d ­ 
ing fau lt doesn’t help. Nor can we 
regulate an o th er’s life. It would be 
best th a t we regulate our own!
